The virus caused skin lesions 
for two manatees living in cap- 
tivity in Florida, while two oth- 
ers with similar lesions have not 
yet been tested. 

“My concern is that there are 
only about 3,000 of these ani- 
mals left and they’re under such_ 
pressure from man that they 
don’t need any other pressures,” 
said 'Dr.' Gregory Bossart,- p 
University of Miami veteruiBri- 
an and pathologist who first 
identified the virus in his lab.

'Landslide victim rescued after more than 21/2 days’ 


THREDDO, Australia (AP) — 
Weary from a night of digging 
and finding only ladies, rescuers 
had nearly abandoned hope of 
finding ony survivors Saturday 
-under-the-wreckage-of-a-ski- 
resort buried by a landslide. 

Suddenly, their sensitive detec- 
tors picked up what sounded like 
a muffled voice coming from 
under a concrete slab. 'As a police 
spokesman later put it, emer- 
gency crews went "ballistic.” 

• Fireman Steve Hirst told rcs- 
■ cuers to hold off with their chain 
saws and lay dotvn on the ground. . 
•\ "Rescue team working over- 
; head, can anyone hear me?" he 
shouted. 

"I can hear you!" came the 
1 response. 

I For the next 12 hours, 
t searchers, including Stuart 
’ ! Diver’s brother, worked frantical- 
, ly to free the SO-year-old 
: Australian ski instructor. 

They drilled a 4-inch hole 
- through the unstable wreckage, 


pumped in hot air to worm him, 
and handed the dehydrated 
^ Diver liquids and a flashlight. 
Sometimes they just held his 
hand. 

Thoy-puUed-him from his icy_ 

tomb Satiu'day evening, 65 hours 
after the landslide. 

“A miracle has occurred," said 
police inspector Charlie 
Sanderson. 

So far, Diver is the only sur- 
vivor of 20 people buried when 
the side of a mountain in this tiny 
ski hamlet gave way just before, 
midnight Wednesday, dropping 
uprooted trees and tons of earth 
onto two ski lodges where 
tourists and resort workers had 
been sleeping. 

Sbe bocties had been found but 
13 other people were still miss- 
ing. Two of the 20 were 
Americans. 

Diver, who suffered multiple 
scrapes and some frostbite to his 
feet, was conscious during the 
ordeal. He was airlifted to a hos-

pital in Canberra, where his_ 
relieved mother, father and 
brother visited him. Doctors said 
he was in stable xondition and 
would probably be released in a 
—day.otlwo. 

Officials said Diver’s peak 
physical* condition helped him 
survive when temperatures - 
plunged to 16 degrees during the 
nights. Diver was also a volunteer 
firefighter at the popular resort 
in New South Wales, about 185 
miles south of Sydney. 

Cheers echoed off the moun- 
tainside and some onlookers 
wept os Diver, breaching with the 
aid of an oxygen mask, was 
-brought out by stretcher. Bells 
rang out at the local chapel, 
where a vigil service was being 
held for the victims. 

The rescue was all the more 
emotional given that the risk of 
further landslides had prevent- 
ed rescuers from entering the

Thanks to the army — as well 
as rescue volunteers — tlie dike 
has withstood the rain-swollen 
river for more than two weeks 
and protected tiny villages on a 
low-lying plain from inundation. 

“The dike' is so full of cracks 
that it's a miracle that they are 
succeeding in holding the river,” 
BrandenhuFg state Interior 
Afinister Alwin Ziel said of the 
soldiers and volunteers. 

Defense Minister Volkcr 
Ruehe said 15,000 soldiers were 
helping the volunteers.

Bosnia faces sanctions 
after missing deadline 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia- 
Hereeguvina (Al’) — An intuma- 
liunnl envoy threatened Bosnia 
with sanctions if it.s .squabbling 
/leaders don't agree on key mea- 
sures to integrate the govern- 
ment by Monday. 

Tlie representatives of Bosnia’s 
cihnic-bnscd statelets had until 
Aug. 1 to make decisions about 
ambassadors, pass{)orts, citizen- 
ship and the opening of airpon.s. 
But on Saiurdny, the envoy 
extended the deadline for the 
first three decisions to Monday 
arid gave another two weeks for 
the airports question. 

His threat was that the 30 
countries and the United Nations 
now hosting Bosnian nmbas- 
s.adors ivould no longer recognize 
them. 

"'nie international community 
is not going to deal with the 
amb,i.s.sadors because tlicy do not 
represent Bosnia-IIerzcgovina,” 
said Carlos Westendorp, the 
international peace coordinator 
in Bosnia. 

It was nut immediately clear 
what practical effect this would 
have, but Westendftrp, whose 
options are limited, reacted 
angrily to persistent questions 
about tougher sanctions, saying, 
“We need ideas.” 

Representatives from the 
United States, Germany, 
Russia, France and Britain, rep- 
re.scnting the so-called Contact 
Group monitoring implementa- 
tion of the Bosnian peace agree- 


ment, set the Aug. 1 deadline in 
May. At that time they sum- 
moned the members of the 
ihree-man Bosnian presidency 
to Portugal to inform them of 
the conditions for further finan- 
cial assistance. 

Uqdcr the UlS. -brokered 
Dayton agreement signed in- 
Paris in December 1995, the. 
Serbs control 49 percent of 
Bosnia and a Muslim-Cront feder- 
ation holds the rest.

JEROME - The Southern Idaho 
Regional Communications Center bud- 
get is set for next year, but the 10- 
month-old 911 dispatch complex faces a 
scries of money troubles. 

Some emergency agencies need new 
'radios~to- reach SIRGOMM--A- 
Washington company that built much of 
SIRCOMM's infrastrucuire claims it Is 
owed more tlian S100,000. A recent 
study .said SIRCOMM needs another sue 
full-time employees. 

Those problems have some board 
members questioning whether to levy a 
SI momhly fee on cellular phones in the 
Magic Valley. It's an idea that, not sur- 


prisingly, doesn’t set well with at least 
one cellular phone provider. 

"For many people, a cell phone is still 
a luxury,” said Twin Falls CommNet 
Cellular Store Manager Sherri Gomez, 
who said the cell phone is often the first 
thing cut from a tight family budget. 

The budget trouble 

SIRCOMM’S money .comes. from two. . 

major sourcc.s. A Sl-pcr-month charge 
on all phone lines in the center’s four- 
county area covers most equipment and . 
maintenance costs. Fees levied to 
Gooding, Jerome. Lincoln and Twin

For the next budget year, starting 
Oct. 1. SIRCOMM will get S558..326

Learning the art of mothering

BURLEY - Ltist September, Elizabeth 
Reyes didn’t know a thing about babies. 

Less than three months out of Minico 
Iligli School, she was working as a wait- 
ress at Sodbustcr Restaurant, planning 
to attend the College of Southern Idaho 
and major in basines.s. 

But when her home pregnancy test 
cjime out positive, everything changed. 

Now, ns she walks her 2-month-oid 
dau^iter .icross the worn tan rug in die 
Burley home she slLores witli her huslxind 
and Ills family, her past life .seems faraway. 

But Reyes, 19, has help coping with 
the challenges of her new life. Tlirougli 
the Public Health Department, Reyes- 
learned of u new program designed to 
guide teen-age mothers througli the first 
two years of parenthood by matching 
them ivith experienced moms. 

The program, called Brighter 
Beginning.s, .started hooking up mothers- 
to-he and mothers-wlio’ve-hccn this 
spring.

Skates said the club jumped 
through every hoop the city 
required. 

'Ihat isn't cnougli for some resi- 
dents who never thought strip- 
pers would make an appearance 
in the valley. LeMar's is the first 
club to boast exotic dancers in 
Utah County. 

“We want to send a message 
that we don't want this in our 
community,” said Lisa Baldwin, 
who began organizing opposition 
to the club after seeing ads for 
dancers in the newspaper several 
weeks ago.

The 
club’s eiglii female dancers strip 
down to pasties and thongs in a 
room adjoining the bar.

Unlike most forest fires, which ' 
leave packets of live trees that 
broadcast seed to the charred 
ground, the Tillamook Burn 
killed practically everything in 
lls'jfath: 

Though some of the charred 
limber was salvaged, many land 
owners couldn't pay their taxes 
and the timberlands reverted to 
the counties. 

The state of Oregon took oycr- 
thc lands and the Board of 
Forestry planted 72 million 
seedlings. Helicopters .broadcast 
1 billion seeds. Schools, Cub 
Scouts and churches Joined in. 
Tliough they accounted for less 
than I percent of the reforesta- 
tion, people around the state felt 
a pan of it. 

Secretary of State Phil 
Keisling, who grew up in 
Beavenon, recalls his family col- 
lecting seed cones. 

“There was a seasc the Oregon 
community was rolling up its 
sleeves and doing somc,thing that 
had never been attempted in the 
world," he said. “People had a 
palpable sense that in their own 
small individual way they were 
contributing to a mu^ larger and 
extraordinarily farsighted goal."

LOS ANGELES — When 
Adriano Teobaldclli was arresied 
in Sequoia National Park last 
month, he was furtively trying to 
hide a butterfly net behind his 
back. A box with 51 dead butter- 
flies made it clear this was no 
absent-minded butterfly fancier 
—out in the wilderness in search of — | 
beauteous, winged insects. 

Teobaldclli, 60. in fact, is a but- 
terfly poacher, and on Monday 
- he pleaded to charges-of-netiiiiR 
hundreds of butterflies in parks 
in California, Nevad.% Utah and 
Colorado. The incident under- 
scores a dark side of entomology 
that authorities say is increasing- 
ly threatening rare or endan- 
gered .specie-s of in.sects acro-ss 
the country. 

According to U.S. I'ish and 
Wildlife Service officials, there is 
a growing trade in legally pro- 
tected butterflies, some of wliicli 
sell for up to S500 a pair. And 
while tile lawyer for Teob.nldelli, 
who paid a S500 fine and flew 
home to Italy, sarcastically com- 
mented that the U-S, Park 
Service had cracked a butterfly 
kidnapping conspiracy, officials 
.say the ca.se is no laugliing mat- 



“It’.s symptomatic of a recur- . 
ring problem of poachers from 
all over the world coming into 
our national parks and turning 
them into the last supermarkets 
for traffickers of illegal tvildlife. 

It’s hard to think of someone as 
an innocent collector when he 
goes into five national parks and 
hauls away so many buiterflies," 
said David Klinger, spokesman 
for the I'ish and Wildlife Service 
regional office in Portland, 

There are nearly 20 .species of 
butiernies on the endangered list 
in the United States; California 
has more than any state except 
Hawaii, But only four specie.s arc 
on the list kept by the 145-natinn 
Convention on International 
Trade of Endangered Species 
(CITES), and they include no 
species native to North America, 
said Ginectc Hcmley, director of 
international tvildlife policy for 
the World Wildlife I'und in 
Washington. 

“Californio’s a hotbed of 
endangered species. There’s 
always been a pretty active mar- 
ket,” she said. She said there is 
liitJo enforcement of the interna- 
tional trade of buttcrflic.s. — 

Teobaldclli, who told authori- 
ties he is a hospital administrator 
and amateur butterfly collector, 
was arrested last Saturday in 
Sequoia's Halstead Meadows by 
Scott Wanek, tvho .«iid that as he 
approached the .suspect he tried 
to hide a large butterfly net 
Ijchind his back. 

In addition to the l«ix wiiii 51 
dead butterflies, rangers armed 
with a search warrant found 
200 more in Teobaldelli’s motel 
room that they said he admit- 
ted having captured in other 
park.s, including Bi^ce Canyon, 
Arches and Canyonland.s parks 
in Utah and Mesa Verde in 
Colorado. 

Sequoia spokeswoman 
Malinee Crapsey .said that 
Parks Service entomologists 
were attempting to identify and 
• catalogue the confiscated but- 
terflies to deiennine if any are 
on the endangered species list. 

But officials said that given the 
locations where they were 
caught, it is probable that at 
least some are from endangered 
species. 

Crapsey said Teobaldclli had 
about a dozen species in his pos- 
session, some in quantities that 
suggested they were not for a pri- 
vate collection. “We believe this 
is happening more than we 
know, not only with butterflie.s 
but with snakes, insects and rare 
plants,” she said. 

Some entomologists are \s-ary of 
adding rare insects to endangered 
species lists because, they say, it 
increases ilieir value to collectors 
and often results in a run on ilie 
species once the lists are piib- 

Authorities said Teobaldelli’s 
butterflies were in labeled cel- 
lophane bags and were accom- 
panied by meticulous notes 
specifying when and where they 
were caught, documentati on 

tliat KUhger said is crucial to 

tile trading and selling of but- ‘ 

I iTf.^ cs. be cause i t enh ances 

tliei/value. 

“Of course, it also makes it , 
easier to prosecute," Klinger 
added. Stephen A. Oberholtzer, 
a Fish and Wildlife special 
agent, said Teobaldclli admitted 
he had caught the butterflies 
and said he planned to trade 
some of them with other collec- 
tors. ‘

You 
won't get a bill, nicre’s no Z-l-day 
grace period or money float. 

"'liie money is coming directly 
out of your checking account,” 
explains John Hall of the 
"'American Hankers Association: 

There are two reasons for the 
Visa or MasterCard logo. I-'irst, it 
means consumers can use the' 
debit cards anywhere the credit- 
card counterpart is accepted. 
Second, retailers use tlie same 
cmnpuier network to authorize 
your dehit-card purchase they 
use for credit<ard purcliases. 

Hut that’s wlierc the connec- 
tion ends. Anoilier misconcep- 
tion is that you can use a debit 
card to pay for sometliing tliat 
costs more than wliat you cur- 
rently have in the bank, ami Visa 
or MasierCird will simply charge 
the difference. Wrong. 

With checks, you usually gel 
• some float on your money, so you 
can count on a day or two before 
the payment will post to your 
banlL.’nuuvon'4.cuuuviih.debii_| 
cards. 

When you present your card, 
the retailer sends an electronic 
messiigo to your bank asking 
wiicihcr there are enougli funds, 
(The retailer doesn’t learn your 
balance or other personal infor- 
mation.) If the account is empty, 
so are your shopping hags. 

So some retailers prefer debit 
card.s. You can't Ixnincu ‘cm. 

Online and offline — this is 
where most people get lost. 
Hanks and'rciailers will .say it 
doesn't matter which .system you 
use, hut it can determine how 
much you pay in fees, where you 
can use the card and what you 
can do with it. 

Both systems operate off the 
same card. In other words, that 
single ATM card in your wallet 
can he used for online and offline 
purchas'es. 


Moonlighting: Give extra thought 
to that extra job for extra money .

When 
he needed extra money and Lou 
wouldn’t give him a raise, he iool;pi -• 
riight job teaching at a local col- 
lege. No big deal, e.xcept second 
jobs were strictly against company 
policy at.WCNL 

When Murray turned up for work 
cadi day exhausted and tense, the - 
audience understood the reason for 
the policy. 

It’s iK-en ages since I've lieiu'd of 
a company widi a no-mixmligiiting 
policy. In fact, it seems that .some 
companies today rely bn a worker's 
second income to justify ilie low 
wages paid on tJie first job. 

Still, if boili jolK are ]ieniijmeni,_ 

can the worker really call it moon- 
ligliting? I don’t think so. True mixm- 
-lirfitingis more like an odd job or_^ 
contract position a worker takes in 
addition to a full-time job. It's meiuit 
to be short-term, usually as a means 
to pay off a debt or save for a s7X.-dal 
expense, sudi as a vacation. 

' Opportunities to moonlight 
alxiund, once yxni open your eyes to 
them. Some of die moonligliling jobs 
I've held indiide newspaper deliv- 
ery, third-sliifl p.-ucel l(Kidiii)j. tclt*- 
phnne-lxMik delivery, catering and 
even a stint as ii> holiday elf. In eadi 
case, 1 was earning extra money for 
a particular purchase (such as’a 
down payment on a house), and I 
left the job when tlie go.-il was met. 

Docs it pay to moonlight? I 
rememlier asking myself tliat ([ties- 
tion almost hourly during some of 
-thow-jobs.-The-uaswer-dei)ends ou- 
tlie delicate balance between net 
wages and the energy and expeii.se 
used to support the second ixisiiion. 

For example, if the second job 
re<|uires extra tools or doiliing. you 
may not recoup the investment in ’ 
time to realize a profit. On the 
other iiiind, a well-managed inixin- 
lighting ixKitinn can add interest to 
your life while increasing your 
skills and solving a short-term 
financial pn)hlem. 

To make die most of a moonligiu- 
ing |X)sition, follow these steps: 

• Choose carefully. To avoid 
biinuiut, try a job that’s different 
from your dtiily work.

An individual 
investor is pretty cycnical about 
what happens in Washington," 
Froclilich said. 

But even if there is a wave of 
tax-related selling when the bill 
becomes law, the ramifications 
should be .short-term. Most of the 
cash investors raise will quickly 
find its way back into the stock 
• market, analysts contend. 

After being spoiled by double- 
digit returns for several years 
now, many investors won’t be 
terribly satisfied with the single- 
digit payoff of money market 
accounts and certificates of 
deposit. For now, stocks remain 
the investment of choice. 

‘Tm not not sure people are 
willing to make a tax-based deci- 
sion when the stock market’s 
strength is dictating that 
investors stay fully invested," 
said Ru.ss Labra:(ca, senior vice 
president at Principal Firiondal 
Securities of Dallas. “It’s not like 
somebody rang a bell and said, 
'Sell now!’" 

And even tvith an 8 percentage 
point reduction in the tax on 
investment profits, investon sou 
' may not want to face the remain- 
ing taxes on tlicir capital gains. 

“The reality is tliat you’re still 


because there’s more savings 
vehicles," said Rick Jandrain, 
cliicf mvesimcnt officer for equi- 
ty securities at Banc One 
Investment Advisors in 
Columbus, Ohio. “Tliere’s going 
to be such a spread between taxes 
on ordinary income and capital 
gains, that’s going to push more 
money into the equity market.’’ 

Although die defidt-reduction 
component of the budget agree- 
ment is mostly seen as a boon for 
the Iwnd market, which wouldn’t 
need to conrinually absorb huge 
flows of new Treasury debt, the 
stock market may also benefit 
from increased fiscal restraint in 
Washington. 

“It’s the old bond shortage 
argument," said Charles White, 
portfolio manager at Avatar 
Associates. “If you get to the 
point where the U.S. government 
isn’t borrowing as much, that’s 
more money on the mar^n that 
go to other investments sudi 
as the corporate bond market 
and die equity market.” 

And because the budget deal 
promises tax cuts now and spend- 
ing cuts later, the economy — 
and the stock market — should 
still benefit from the stimulative 
effects of federal spending over 
the next few years. 


Bursting the bubble on 
childhood’s love of gum 

Bubble gum, that diildliood sta- 
ple, has a lot of shortcomings 
when you start to examine it real- 
ly dosely. Zillions, the (Consumer 
Reports magazine for children, 
tested several brands of bubble 
gum and found that a lot of ndsts 
on the old theme don’t work very 
well. - 

For example, the testers — 
dozens of youngsters — found 
that the Soft Bazooka, designed 
to be easier on the jaws, was gen- 
tler on the gums for only a short 
while. Nickelodeon’s Bubble Gum 
Lab, which lets kids mix their 
own gum, turned into a gritty, 
lumpy mass with unimpressive 
bubbles. Loud gum, whicli is supj 
posed to be noisy, did live up to 
its name. But the testers found it 
was tougli to chew and the bub- 
bles were too small. 

Retirement: Wortdng 
because you want to 

For many American investors, 
retirement represents more of a 
change in lifestyle than an end 
to their working lives. A survey 
of more than 2, GOO investors 
acro.ss the country taken by the 
Gailup"Organization and the 
investment firm PaineWebber, 
found that 61 percent of the 
respondents expect to work after 


retirement. Only 13 percent plan 
to work primarily for financial 
reasons, And 83 percent said 
they oppose any mandatory' 
retirement age. 

Tlie_secret of success - 
keep growing strategically 

Companies that continue to 
slash away at their payrolls and 
other expenses may find their 
shareholders less than thrilled 
with the results, Mercer 
Management Consulting studied . 
the results of nearly 800 big com- 
panies and found that the market 
value of companies that used a 
strategy of profitable growth 
increased 21 percent between 
1991 and 19%. 

Meanwhile, cost<utting compa- 
nies’ value rose only 12 percent. 
"Cost-cutting is still being pur- 
.sued — and may be requirtfd 
from time-to-time in the life of an 
organizaiion — hut the stock mar- 
ket appears to be giving fewer 
rewards to companies that .still 
think they can shrink to great- 
ness,” said Eric Almquist, a 
Mercer director.

According to recent statistics 
from the Labor Department, fed- 
eral pension experts have con- 
ducted almost 2,000 investiga- 
tions T)f 4()!(k) plans nationwide 
since October. 1995. They have 
found inmdreds.of violations of 
^federal pension Jaws, recpvcred_ 
$23.3 million in missing money 
and they returned it to the retire- 
ment accounts of 29,860 workers. 

That's why you -should be s-igi— 
hint about your 401(k). You 
;.hould read and, save every docu- 
ment that comes with the plan. 
Learn who the trustee is. Fay 
attention to how you can get your 
money nut and when. Note who 
takes compIaini.s. 

With your reliremeni nest egg 
at stake, fear is natural. But your 
worries shouldn'c be too big. 

Compare the $23 million recov- 
ered to tile $1 trillion that is on 
ile|)osi( in all 401(k)s. Or the 1,971 
Libor Department investigations 
to the 200,000 401(k) plans out 
. tlierv, caking nonc^ regularly 
from 22.5 million parridpants. 

“In the overwhelming majority 
there has never been a problem,”

few problems."

Viasa’s local employees say 
things weren’t right about the 
plan from the start. They say they 
never received tiic summary' plan 
description, an essential docu- 
ment that would have told them

Without those documents, 
they’re in the dark. 

■ "I don’t know the situation, 
what the bottom line is," says 
Magda Quiras, a former Viasn 
employee who lias tens of thou- 
sands of dollars lied up.

And Lary Glen Anderson, 
standing ui his motel mom mir- 

• ror in-just-briefs-tind-hluck - 
socks, stares at n reflection that 
looks no more lik e TIte King 
than a mule ix-sembles a race- 
iiorse. 

He lias thinning hrown hair, 
cut sliort, no sideburns, Wttrld- 
weary eyes. A belly liial sags out 
tiver his underwear. "HurTumpii. 
Come hack to me, voice, come 
hack to me." he mtiiters tensely, 
witliinii die hint of a drawl. 

'Hiis guy, do Elvis? He'll need 
a inirade. 

He plugs in a tape, and the 
real Elvis croons “Don't Ue 
Cruel’' as Anderson pastes two 
strips of black ftizz^to bis 
checks to make muitonchop 
sideburns. 

Carefully, reverently, he low- 
ers a blade wig"onlo'his'lic-ad~ 
Ne.st. he climbs into a white 
jumpsuit clattering with beads. 
It’s a tight squeeze. And now 
white hoots, red scarf, gold 
medallion, a ring for every fin- 
ger and a pair of sungla.sses ' 
given to him, he say.s, by Elvis 
himself. 

Time! someone calls, but he's 
not ready. “Gotta pray first,” he 
says, then kneels by the sink. 
"Dear Lord Jesus ...” 

And now he hurries across 
the wet grass toward the 
motel's banquet hall. Inside, 
(he band is playing the theme 
from “2001: A Space Odyssey.” 
Red and blue spotlights sweep 
the stage. 

“Ladies and gentlemen, help 
me welcome Lary Glen 
Anderson ... and ELVIS 
MANIA!” 

He leaps ^tMUige. The band 

, breaks into a rock ‘n’ roll rifi', 
and Anderson belts out “C.C. 
Rider” in a slurred, Southern- 
fried baritone that is unmistak- 
ably Elvis, llie crowd goes wild. 
Women shriek. 

Miracles do happen. 

Elvis Pre.slcy died on Aug. 16, 
1977, at the age of 42. Twenty 
years later, it’s clear that he is 
missed. Elvis has become the 
most impersonated performer in 
the world, with thousands of 
Elvis look-alikes swiveling hips 
from Bangkok to Boston. 

The laws of supply and 
demand suggest there wouldn’t 
be so many faux Elvi if we didn’t 
need them. But why, in the 
name of blue suede shoes, do we' 
need them? 

Answers unfqld in surprising 
places — like Olympia, Wash. 
Far from Graceland,' in a 
resened Northwest city more 
inclined toward espresso and-' 
.scone.s than RC Cola and moon 
pies, you would not expect to 
find Elvis des'otinn at it.s rawest 
and most .sincere. But it’s here. 

On a recent Saturday niglit in 
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Abovs, Lary Glen Anderson, 40, of 
Olympia, Wash., performs his Dvls 
Presley Impersonation recently. 
Below, Anderson, who has been 
impersonating Elvis for the past 24 
years, adjusts his fake sideburns as 
he prepares for his show. As the 
Aug. 16 anniversary of Presley's 
1977 death approaches, Elvis trib- 
utes aro rocking the unllkellest of 
places. 

the banquet hall of a Holiday . 
Inn Select, a hard-luck enter- 
tainer could summon up great- 
nes.s in the name of Elvis. Tltree 
hundred fans eager to suspend 
their disbelief could drink and 
hoot and relive happier, days. 
Together, they could tend the 
spirit of a legend who 
roadies from the grave to 
inspire, entertain — and, 
yes, even heal. 

“Once he’s touched 
you," Anderson says, 

“you’re touched for life.” 

In a world flush with 
Elvis upstarts, Anderson 
a seasoned \eteran. He 
has done Elvis for 24 
years, since he was 16, 
and .says that of all the 
Elvis impersonators, he 
considers himself No. 8. 

(He declines to name the 
seven he ranks above 
him, saying "there’s a lot 
of jealorosy out there.”) 

The son of a tour guide at the 
Olympia Beer brewery. 
Anderson showed an early flair 
for entertaining. He recalls 
singing “Yes, Jesus Loves Me” 
in duirdi at age 7 and hearing a 
Sunday school teacher say, 
“You’re going to make it, kid. 
You’re going to be somebody 
someday." 

For a while, he was well on his 
way.

Some people like the slapstick humor of 
’llie Tlirec Sttwges, while others would rather 
giggle at David Letterman’s cerebral satire. 

How much can a psychological study of 
humor really tell us? 

If you are an adult who loves seventh-grade 
bathroom humor, for example, docs that 
mean you are stuck in some developmental 
stage-or docs it mean you are fun-loving and 
young at heart? (Most likely, it just means 
your kids have finally driven you nuts.) 

And many of us laugh at small-town 
jokes: 

(hicstion; In (fill in the town), what Jo they 
call the bridal suite? 

Answer '54 Duick. 

Does laughing at that joke mean ivc arc 
insensitive, or just able to. appreciate the 
fiinny side of the world around us? 

We laugli at bloopers, like the newspaper 
headline that read, “Typhoon rips ihrougli 
cemetery, hundreds dead." 

Or the church bulletin that read, “The 
ladies of the clmrch have cast off clothing 
of every kind, and they may be seen in tlie 
church basement Friday.” 

Is it OK to laugh at that stuff? 

Actually, I guess it’s espedally appropri- 
ate CO laugli at bloopers if you are the one 
who committed them. 

Harvey Mindcss, diairman of the psychol- 
ogy department at Antioch University 'in 
Venice, Cilif., and author of several b^ks 
on humor, insists that enjoyment of self- 
directed humor is a signer mental health. 

Maylx: that’s why ive love Murphy’s Laws, 
laws like, "Exciting plays occur orily while 
you are out buying a hot dog.” Or, "llie one 
course you must take to graduate will not be 
offered during your last semester.” 

Mindcss also contends that people who 
prefer social satire ("one way to balance 
the budget is to elect our first woman presi- 
dent, because we’d only have to pay her 
half salary”) tend to be intellectuals. 

Those who prefer sexual and hostile 
jokes arc said to be canliy and outspoken, 
and those ivho prefer mildly sick jokes are 
“free enougli to-laugli at funny images.” 

Sounds like you can’t go wrong. 

The only harmful practice would be not 
laughing ill all. . 

In fact, psychologist/author Hcndric 
Weisingcr says if your daily total is less 
lhan the average - 15 laughs, including 
three belly laughs — you are "under- 
laughed."

KIMBERLY — Joan Dalton Boyd and 
her 18-year-oId cat had been through a 
lot together. 

‘That cat was bom ac the same time 
wo moved to Kimberly,” said Boyd, a 
grief counselor. "It was with me through 
my son’s death and my divorce- It was 
always there, always faithful, always a 
friend. The day it died was one of the 
saddest days of my life." 

As sad, Boyd says, as tlie passing of a 
close friend or a loved one, because 
that’s what pets really arc. 

“I’ve knowTi people who have been hit— 
mucli harder by the death of an animal 
than they would have by the death of a 
person,” she said. “That’s because pci-s 
_are.often.closeciriends.!; 

“Whether you’Iive alone with your 
dog, or have the added challenge of h.iv- 
ing to explain the loss to a diild, it is a 
particularly difficult process,” said 
Deborah Loven Gray, author of “Your 
Dog's Life" (HarpcrCollins, S24). 
“Charlene Douglas of Washington State 
University’s I’eople-l’et I’arfnership 
Program reports that nearly 80 percent 
of people who contact her are grappling 
with a euthanasia dccLsion.” 

That’s because mercy-killing is most 
often the way long-time pets pass from 
(he world in this age of medical high- 
iccli. And it’s usually the owner’s call. 

“Ultimately, your veterinarian may 
ask you make the final decision,” Gray 
said. “It is your responsibility to seek 
out the emotional .support and help that 
you may need to get througll'ihis diffi- 
cult time." 

Getting past guilt and grief — the for- 
midable, combination of emotions that 
often accompanies the passing of- a pet 
— usually depends on having someone 
to talk to, Boyd said. 

“Tliere’s the same range of emotions 
that you feel when a person you love 
dies,” Boyd said. “Anger, depression, 
loneliness. Just because it's an animal 
you’ve lost doesn’t make tlrat any less 
valid.” 

“When your grandmother dies, every- 
one knows the appropriate response is 
Tm sorry, you must feel awful,’ but 
when your pet dies, people arc just as 
likely to“ ‘Pull yourself together, it’s 
only a dog,” Douglas said. 

“Pet owners in grief need to hear that 
they’re not crazy.” 

Boyd .says folks who lose pets should 
not rush to replace them. 

“Give yourself some time,” she said. 
“■Hiis isn’t just an animal you’ve lost, it’s

Vitamin E slows progress of Alzheimer’s 


WASHINGTON (AP) — More 
progress has been reported 
against Alzheimer’s disease, the 
memory robbing affliction of 
older people. Scientists have 
, found that regular doses of 
Vitumin l£ can help slow progres- 
sion of the disca.se. In addition to 
its clinical imponance, the find- 
ing also casts liglit on the factors 


involved in development of 
ALdieimer’s disease. 

The report comes from a 23- 
center study sponsored by the 
(Rational Institute on Aging. It 
found that Vitamin Is, clinically 
known as alpha-tocopherol, com- 
bined with'sclcgilinc,.a drug 
approved for treatment of 
Alzheimer’s, delayed prtigress 


the disca.se by perhaps 25 per- 
cent, as measured by such faaors - 
as entry into a nursing home. 

The finding adds strength to 
the Ixtlief that oxidative damage, 
to the brain plays a role in 
Alzlieimer’s disease. Vitamin E is - 
an antioxidant, preventing oxida- 
tive damage. That finding gives 
new clues to sdentlsis and physi- 


cians who are woiidng to develop 
new treatments and preventions 
for Alzheimer’s disease. 

One note of caution: The 
amount of Vitamin £ given in the 
study was much higher than that 
in ordinary vitamin supplements. 
Excessive Vitamin E can cause 
increased bleeding, so it should 
be used with caution. 


Surprisingly large number of older people abuse alcohol 


NEW YORK (AF) — It is one 
of those health subjc'cts th.it most 
_pcf)ple.wouJd,likc, lo.igHore. But _ 
the truth is that, a surprisingly 
large, number, of older persons .. 
arc problem drinkers. 

Studies show that anywhere 
from 10 percent to 15 percent of 
Americans over G5 are alcoholics. 
Many are continuing a bad habit 
stoned in earlier year^, l)ut per- 
haps one-third began drinking 
cxce.ssively us n response to hie- 
ing the hardships a.ss(Kiaied with 
growing older. 

Excessive drinking not only 
contrihuies to many health prol>- 


lems but can have severe social 
consequences. Everyone knows 
_the.danger.of drinking.nnd, dri:_ 
ving. Yet it's easy to find an 
.excuse for haying “just one 
more." 

If you sttspect you are abasing 
alcohol, it is wise to discuss your 
drinking behavior with a physi- 
cian. He or she can help you 
assess whether the shadowy line 
that separates social drinking 
from alcoholism has been 
cros.scd. However, conducting a 
self-examination also m.iy be 
helpful. The questions to ask 
include: 


• Have I ever felt that 1 should 
cut dosvn on drinking? 

• Have; friends or relatives _ 
told me that 1 drink IM much? 

• Do. I . sometimes feel guilty 
about the amount 1 drink? 

• Do 1 sometimes sneak an 
early-morning drink to help me 
face the stresses of the day? If 
yoti an.'!wcr.‘’ycs’’ to two or more 
of these questions, it is probably 
wise to seek help.

One bit of good news Is that 
. when a drinking problem is iden- 
lificd, older persons arc more 
likely to respond favorably to 
treatment. They can count on 
support from ihei^ children, 
other family members and 
friends, and they usually arc 
more likely to follow a doctor's 
instructions about medications 
and other alcoholism treatments. 


‘Amos ’n’ Andy’ finds 
new life on video

“It makes one wonder, what's 
changed: the society, the 
NAACF, ‘Amos ’n’ Andy’ or our 
perceptions of jt,” said black 
sociologist Hennun Gray, author 
of “Watching ’Race: Television 
and tile Strug^e foc.‘^IUacknes.s.”' 
“I susjiect all of those things have 
undergone a fair amount of 
sociiil transformation." 

The comedy about conniving 


George “Kingfisher" Stevens and 
Ills fellow black lodge brothers is 
written in broad dialect and 
makes its characters out to be 
sliiftlcss and dimwitted. 

“We've had no complaints from 
customers, and we released the 
videos in January," said Bridge- 
stone executivn-Shclly Barrios- 
LeVeillc.

JACKSON. Wyo. — Grand 
Teton National Park stands in the 
shadow of mighty and famous 
Yellowstone. It serves as back- 
drop for a celebrated skiing and 
resort complex and a national elk 
refuge. 

Nearby, movie stars and a pres- 
ident fish and play golf. Green- 
horn wranglers buy their bandan- 
nas at a Ralph. Lauren outlet 
store in Jackson and ride leather 
saddles atop the borstools at the 
Cowboy, a saloon just down the 
street from Ralph Lauren. 

In a lot of ways, the areas adja- 
cent lo Ihc Grand Tcions and the 
valley known as Jackson Hole 
resemble a La Jolla with spurs, a 
Palm Beach with chairlifts.

/Mthough some meetaphors arc 
. clever, odicrs seem to come from 
people incapable of original 
thought. Can’t figure out how to 
describe the mission lo Mars?

Funniest Home Videos.” 

In certain circles, “(Blank) 
meets (blank)" has become the 
osurus^ phrr^ du jour, a sort of

Critics and publicists are some 
of the biggest abusers. But the 
highest concentration of meet- 
niltf b in HoU>-^s-ood, where film 
scripts are routinely hyped as a 
rendezvous of other plots, such 
as, say, “E.T." meets “Silence of 
the Lambs." 

Nobody is sure when the meet 
motif first reared its head. Bui 
one pseudo sdiolar believes the 
roots go back to 1948, with the 
movie “Abbott and Costello 
Meet Frankenstein" — or per- 


haps one of its sequeb: “Abbott 
and Costello Meet the Mummy,’’ 
“Abbott and Costello Meet 
Captain Kidd," "Abbott and 
Costello Meet the Invisible 
Man,” “Abbott and Costello 
Meet the Killer Boris Karloff," 
“Abbott and Costello Meet the 
Keystone Kops” or “Abbott and 
Costello Meet Dr. Jckyll and Mr. 
Hyde.” 

From there, the gimmick 
mutated into its current Roget’s 
Thesaurus-mects-Madlibs format.

Tliere are obligator)' stops in 
Yellowstone, even for those who 
shun such touristy endeavors as 
oohing and aahing over a whimsi- 
cal rock formation or the spray of 
a waterfall. 

"Geysers are the main 
objects, and as soon as they 
come in sight, other wonders are 
forgotten," wrote naturalist 
John Muir in an 189H article on 
Yellowstone. The must famous 
geyser isn't the largest or most 
— fTeqH^nr^bu^it-^5^a5•it3-name— 
suggests, the most regular and 
flamboyant performer in the 

park.. 

.Every /Slnimites. water and 
steam blow skyward 100-180 
feet from Old Faithful. Geyser- 
watdiors (its performance time 
is posted every hour by a park 
ranger) cheer and applaud, pose 
quickly for pictures, and move 
on. 

Yellowsiime has the world's 
.. largest geyser park, and contains 
about one-fourth of tlie world’s 
geysers. All arcsi rwult of a con- 
'nectiii'hbetwIjcn’TincIent'vdlca- ' 
noes Iteneath the Earth's surface 
and water that originates above 
ground. The park floor is a series 
of faults throiigji whicli the water 
trickles sometimes thousands of 
feet.

Day 3 — A walk in the forest 

You’ve figured out the roads in 
Yellowstone. You’ve found the 
crowds perched on bleachers at 
Old Faithful or stopped at the 
roadside in Hayden Valley as 
they watch ii bison herd. Now you 
want Yellowstone to'yoiirsclf. ' 

Just svalk away. 

You don't have to go far from"* 
the road to lose most of Yellow- 
stone's visitors, because most 
-ncver-leave-the-mujor-roudways— 
nr attractions. 

There are more than 900 miles 
of hiking trails here; 98 percent 
of the park i.s hackcouniry. And 
the amount of wild space is over- 
whelming. Along with tiie park’s 
2.2 million acres there are 12 mil- 
lion adjacent acres of wild lands, 
a part of the Greater Yellowstone 
Ecosystem, often considered the 
Iarge.st, most intact ecosystem in 
the world. 

You won't find the altitude 
gains and losses of trails in thu 
Colorado Rockies here. Instead, 
trails roH'«iiTinrIy“lcveI ground 
through forest and across high 
meadows. 

Always, thu remnants of thu 
1988 fires that engulfed 1 million 
acres are with you. Lodgvpolc 
forests Iix>k like the aftermath of 
a game of Pick-Up Slicks. 

Hiking ihrougli the deadfall is 
tedious. Camping cun be danger- 
ous, as trees still fall. But every- 
where the fires touched, there i< 
new life. The forest floor is cov- 
ered with knee-high pines. 
Everywhere flowers poke 
througli and grow around decay- 
ing tree trunks. . 

Hike for miles, or just u short 
distance. But never stop looking 
around.

Uncertainties of everyday 
life taking a toll, author says

COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. 
— Business is booming. Wages 
are up. Unemployment is dmvn. 

But Robert Gurzon, a Massa- 
chusetts-bn!>cd psychoibcrapisi 
and auibnr, dismisses the liypd- 
over economic indicators as .so 
much liappy talk. 

“Business is doing great, but 
does tliat translate into the live.s 
of real . people?” he asks. 
•‘Personal bankruptcies are at an 
all-time high. Tiic gap between 
rich and poor is gro\ving. People 
are stressed, hassled, anxious. 
They're working longer hours, 
afraid of losing their jobs.” 

In his new book, “Finding 
Serenity in the Age of Anxiety" 
(Macmillan), Gurzon says the 
pressures and uncertainties of 
eveiy'day life arc exacting a stag- 
gering toll, Citing a recent 
National Comorbidity Study, he 
says that one in four Americans 
has experienced a clinical anxi- 
ety disorder and that millions 
more suffer lcs.ser forms of anxi- 
ety, resulting in headaches, stom- 
ach problems and sleeplessness. 

The annual price tag: $46 bil- 
lion, including 534 in lost produc- 
tivity. 

■‘Tile age of anxiety is here," 
Gurzon said during a recent pub- 
licity tour tlirough Colorado 
Springs, “and it’s accelerating." 

Unlike many self-help gurus, 
however, Gunon doesn’t think 
the solution is more feel-good 
therapies and medications. In 
fact, he says, the self-help move^

“Tiic message -that you 
shouldn't be anxious only makes 
you more anxious, "he says,

Gurzon secs anxiety as a normal

“Anxiety is not necessarily a 
bad thing," hd says. “You can get 
it working for you.’’ 

In Gurzon’s view, finding seren- 
ity requires slaying the "mon- 
ster" of toxic an.xiery, taming the 


"dragon” of natural anxiety, and 
hitching a ride with the “angel" 
of sacred anxiety, 

"You need to get more anxiou.s* 
about the ihing.s that really mat- 
ter." hesiiys. “You need to look at 
the important questioas: Am 1 in 
the right relationship? Am I in 
the riglu career? Am I on the 
riglit track in my life?" 

In his book, be outlines wbat he 
calls the A-plus program for mas- 
tering anxiety (acceptance, 
awareness, analysis, action and 
appreciation). But he cautions 
that it isn’t a quick fix. 

"This isn’t one of those inspira- . 
tionnl books tiiat says you can 
achieve whatever you want and 
everything xvill he wonderful," he 
says. “Bad things happen to good 
people, like Chri-stopher Reeve." 
He points to his own life, which 
included a battle with alcohol, a 
failed first marriage and tons of 
anxiety. 

“I'm a lot more serene than I 
used to bc.V lie says. “But I still 
have emotions. I still get down, 
angry and sad. But there’s some- 
thing underneath it now: a basic 
confidence in life." • 

Maintaining such confidence 
isn’t easy, he says, especially in a 
world where the home and the 
workplace increasingly have 
become sources of discomfort. 

“In my father’s generation, 
people enjoyed going to work, 
jlicy felt happy and secure,” he 
says. “Today, I don’t know too 
many people who wake up each 
morning and say they can't wait 
to get to work.”

Poignant war letters demonstrate 
love’s intensity amidst danger

The writers acknowledge clicir 
book isn’t the only one on the 
market dealing with midlife. 
While there was n paucity nf 
books on the topic when Smith 
needed them 10 years ago, book- 
stores now devote entire shelves 
to the subject, 

distinguishe.s "A \Voman’s 
Midlife Companion" i.s its breezy, 
user-friendly style and it.s willing- 
ness CO examine both traditional 
and aliurnativc therapies. For 
instance, the chapter on appear- 
ance suggests both n visit to a der- 
matologist and an acupuncture 
facelift .as options for detiling with 
changing skin conditions. 

■* Each chapter follows a simple 
format: a "Guided Tour" overview 
of the chapter’s content.s, a quc.s- 
tion-and-answer format address- 
ing the cliuptcr's topic, and an 
extensive resource list, including 
organizations and services, caiti- 
' logs, books, magazines and 
Internet addresses. In keeping 
wth their personahle style. Lucks 
and Smith gtive eadi chapter gen- 
tly humorous titles, .such as "llie 
World Domi Under” (on v.aginal 
health and sexuality) and “What’s 
Up, Doc?” (on working with your 
Wesient health pntetitioner). 

Berkeley, Ctilif., doctor Marga- 
ret Owens Cuihben reviewed the 
books for medical accuracy, and 
gives Lucks and Smith kudos for 
succc.s.sful]y combining tradition- 
al Western medicine approaches 


with more holistic practices while 
"taking great care to separate 
fact from myih,” 

Looking at all the options is 
imponnnt, says Lucks. “I'hcrc is 
no one right answer for all 
women, even though wc often 
wish there ivero, So you have to 
learn about all the different 
choicc.s, and make the best one 
for you.’’ 

Lucks credits the questioning 
spirit of agfng baby boomer 
women with the surging interest 
in midlife and accompanying 
demand for information. 

"This is the generation that 
wouldn't accept anything on face 
value,” she says. “We were 
always protesting." 

However, there was little 
protesting or conflict during the 
writing of “A Woman’s Midlife 
Companion.” Instead, it was a 
period of collaboration and deep- 
ening friendship, the women say. 

Each would take a particular 
topic and ivrite the chapter in her 
respective' home office, then 
come together once or twice a 
week at Smith’s serene Rich- 
mond home office to read what 
the other had written. In time, 
they all but forgot who wrote 
what, soys Luck. 

“My writing was influenced by 
her nicer, gentler voice and she 
was influenced by my more glib 
style,” says Luck, her smile lift- 
ing up cocoa brown eyes.

SAN JOSE, Calif. — Alexandra Cons decid- 
ed the time had come. "It was now or never,” 
said the Berkeley, Calif., clinical psychologist. 
At the age 45, divorced and childless, she 
adopted Rabia, a infant girl from India. 

Cons is a pan of a small but growing group 
-oFsinglc-svomenin-NonhcnrCallfomla'who" 
' adopt children from other countries. Although 
trans-racial and single parent adoption lias 
been discouraged in the United States, an 
increasing number of single women have cir- 
cumvented this restriction through foreign 
adoption since the mid-80s. 

About 30 per cent of the adoptions processed 
through Bay Area Adoption' Services in 
Mountain View, which arrange.s private inter- 
national adoptions from 40 countries, are ivith 
single ivomcn, a marked inacase over the num- 
bers a few years ago, officials said. 

“We have really admirable group of bright 
resourceful women,” said Janet Shirley, a coun- 
selor. Tliey are usually in their late ilunies to 
fifty, employed, home owners and a dear pic- 
ture of llie demands of coping wiili a family. 


Jan Johnson, of San Jose, Calif., 'adopted 
ihm children from Guatemala. 

She began her search when she was 35. With 
a good job and a home, she had realized her 
dreams except one; Site didn't Imvc children. 
Unlike most single women who usually adopt 
girls, Joliason adopted t^vo boys — Nicholas, 8, 
and Steve, 7. She recently adopted Rosie, 3. 

fUlhou^Vlife isTieclic now thunh'eclur<JfeiT“ 
arc in sdiool and have cx(ra<urricular aciivi- 
tics, Johnson, on information systems manag- 
er. doesn't feci harried. 

“I was prepared for this. I chose to adopt 
when I had a good income, a house and the 
means lo.havc a family.” 

By contrast, two of her sisters are divorced 
with diildrcn and having a much Itarder lime. 

“I am a single parent by choice and not 
tim)ugh circumstance, and so life is not nearly 
as stressful,” Joluison said. 

Hemlatn Momatya of Hal Jagat Children’s 
World, an international adoption agency in the 
Southern California city of Chatsworth, has 
nothing but praise for single parents. Her 
agency processes about 75 adoptions a year, 
and at least a quarter ore from single parenu. 


Now’s the time to bone up on your car rental insurance

It’s never been fun to stand at a 
rental-car counter and face a 
sales agent who vvonts to sell you 
collision-damage waiver, or CDW, 
coverage. 

You think: "Tm already cov- 
ered for that by my own car 
insurtmcc. Or my credit card. Or 
both. Aren’t I?” 

The clerk says: “Are you sure?” 
And of course you’re not sure 
. because only particle physics is- 
morc complicated than keeping 
track of changes in the world of 
rental car insurance. 

Now, however, it’s more impor- 
tant than ever to do some home- 
. work on what kind of car insur- 
ance you need, and where you 
need it. Not only has American 
Express stopped covering its card- 
holders’ CDW troubles (Utat is, car 
damage or tlieft) in several for- 
eign countries, but industry veter- 
ans say rental-car companies, 
insurers and crcdit-card-issuing 
institutions arc looking for their 
own tvays to cut back on Uic casts 
of providing rental-car coverage. 

As a result, many travelers 


probably have less protection 
than tiicy tliink. 

If your own car iasunmee policy 
. includes collision and comprehen- 
sive coverage (wliicli is not legally 
required but Ls usually c^ed by 
drivers with fairly nevv cars), then 
it probably already covers your 
travels in a U.S. rental car. It prob- 
ably doesn’t cover rental cars in 
foreign countries, however. That’s 
where charge cards often enter 
the picture — but their role may 
— be changing. - 

Last month, American Express 
stopped providing CDW coverage 
to cardholders traveling in 
Jamaica, Ireland or Israel.- AmEx 
says claims have been unusually 
frequent and costly in Uiosc coun- 
tries. That news pushed the 
AmEx “exceptions" list to six, 
since the company already- was 
excluding Australia and New 
Zealand — where domestic laws 
require all renters to buy CDW 
through rental-car companies — 
and also Italy. 

So far, AmEx rivals Visa and 
MasterCard, which give foreign 
CDW cQvcraRc to premier card- 
holders (“gold," “platinum" or 


“corporate,” usually) and some 
others, and continue to cover 
Jamaica. Ireland, Israel and Italy, 
Visa, witli 277 million cards circu- 
lating in the United Staie.s, esti- 
mates iliat 87 million of those are 
premier-level “gold” or “p.lat- 
inum” cards with primoiy foreign 
CDW coverage ov-erseas. Master- 
<^d, widi 200 tniliion cards in tiic 
United States, won't say how 
many of its cards are premier- 
level or provide CDW coverage- 
What to do? If your regular car-'- 
insurance policy doesn’t include 
comprehensive and collision cov- 
erage, and your credit cards arc 
neither gold nor pladnum, you’re 


a good candidate to buy that 
reniol-car CDWcoverage, oui.side 
and inside the United States. 

The only way to make a safe 
decision is to study what you’ve 
got already. That means review- 
ing your car-insurance policy, and 
probably calling the insurance 
agent to ask specific que.stions 
about rental cars and foreign 
lands. Further, it meaas pi^hably 
calling your charge-card issuing .. 
company to clarify its covenige. if 
any. Once you know those thingH, 
you can walk with a swagger to 
the rcnt-a<ar counter and give 
confident answers svhen the 
insurance questions start.

A Lego piece starts life as a tiny plastic bead 
stored in a giant silo, ready to be sucked, with mil- 
lions of others, into a red-hot molding system. 
Transformed into one of I.9G4 individual bricks or 
figures, it quickly is .stamped with the Lego logo and 
boxed with other pans. 

The earliest version of the brick, called the 
Automated Binding Brick, had the distinctive stu^ 
on lop, but was hollow underneath — and a flop in 
toy -Stores. Gradually, Lego was refined into the 
shiny plastic bricks of today, 'with tulws iaside the 
hollows to allow pieces to grip together more firmly. 

The Lego company still is based in the little 
D.inish town of billund, where Ole Kirk Kristiansen 
started selling his handmade toys 65 ye.Trs ago. 

Today, it is one of the biggest toy companies in the 
world. It is still owned and run by the Kristiansen 
familyr OIe Kirk’s grand.son, Kjeld Kirk Kristiaasen, 
is now the president. 

As a private company. Lego doesn't release finan- 
cial figures, althougli industry analysts have estimat- 
ed annu.nl revenues at about $2 billion. 


— beside-a creaiion-no-ordinary- 
Lego builder could compose — a 
life-size.

All it takes, say the masters, is 
imagination and an endless sup- 
ply of bricks. 

They have degrees in engineer- 
ing and architecture and science. 
They’ve worked o-s woodcarvers 
and firemen and pastry chefs- 
Some have spent years as 
apprentices, learning secrets 
passed down from other "mas- 
ters,” including those sent over 
from Denmark, i-dierc the family-' 
owncxl company was founded 65 
years ago. 

Now, they spend their days 
making round shapes out of

square bricks, using the same 
materials — Lego and Duplo 
(bigger bricks for smaller hands) 
— sold in toy stores everywhere. 

Masters won’t say how much 
they earn, but they do say they 
have the coolest jobs in the 
world. 

“The biggest question I get 
asked," says Dave Gold, as he 
prises a piece of Lego pepperoni 
into an enormous Duplo pizza, 
"is ‘How can I get a job like 
yours?”’ 

Tlie masters toil in an obscure 
little office in the company’s 


sprawling 203-acre complex in 
Enfield, a bedroom community 
'of shopping malls and prisons, 
about 20 miles from Hartford. 

Here, a century ago. The 
Shakers built their famously aus- 
tere furniture. The religious com- 
munity i.s long gone, its lane! gob- 
bled up by Lego .and the prisons. 
But the red Shaker barn.s and 
meetinghouses still dot the land- 
scape, looking a little incongru- 
ous beside the colorful company 
day-carc center that seems to 
rise, like a giant blue Lego cre- 
ation, from the middle of a field.

The statistics it docs release arc impressive: 9,000 
employees in 50 companies in 29 countries, making 
1Z5 billion Lego pieces a year. About 2.7 billion of 
those plastic pieces are produced at the American 
plant in Enfield, Ckmn. 

l^go since has added a string of dtffcrcnwize 
bricks .and pieces tailored to different-sized hands 
and skills. Tliere's Lego Duplo for small children. 
Lego Primo for babies and Lego Technip for older 
children. 

In its ever-expanding que.st to dominate the con- . 
stniciion toy market — and battle cheaper Lego imi- 
tators — the company now manufactures tlieme sets 
with traias and spaceships and pirates. 

It has built parks in Denmark and England, and 
plans to open one in Carsibad, Calif., in 1999. It 
builds exhibitions in malls around the coimiry and 
hosts annual building competitions for children. 

Despite competition, Lego’s name recognition is 
one of its most powerful as.sets. 

“In a market where toys come and go, if you can 
stick around os long as Lego and have liiat kind of 
name recognition,” says Diane Cardinole of the Toy 
Manufacturers of America, "youVe got it made."
